DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application claims benefit of the foreign applications: 
FRANCE 0310460 with a filing date 09/04/2003; and 
FRANCE 0400973 with a filing date 02/02/2004. 

2. Amendment of claims 1 and 27, cancelation of claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 12-14, 18-19, 
21 -25, and 28-29 in the amendment filed on 3/14/201 1 is acknowledged. Claims 1 , 3, 
5, 7, 9-11,1 5-1 7, 20, and 26-27 are pending in the application. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The rejection of claims 1,3,5, 7, 9-11,1 5-1 6 and 27-29 under 35 U.S. C. 1 1 2, 

first paragraph has been overcome in the amendment filed on 3/14/201 1 . Since claims 
2, 4, 6, 8, 12-14 have been canceled, the rejection of claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 12-14 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph has been obviated herein. 

4. Since the instant claims are not drawn to methods of use using compounds of 
formula (I) for treating cancer or sarcoma, therefore the instant invention is distinct from 
Chermann et al. '630. The rejection of claims 1 , 3, 5, 7, 9-11,1 5-1 6 and 27-29 under 35 
U.S.C. 1 02(b) has been overcome in the amendment filed on 3/1 4/201 1 . Since claims 
2, 4, 6, 8, 12-14 have been canceled, the rejection of claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 12-14 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) has been obviated herein. 

5. Claims 1 , 3, 5, 7, 9-11, 1 5-1 7, 20, and 26-27 are neither anticipated nor rendered 
obvious over the art of record, and therefore are allowable. A suggestion for 
modification of a reference to obtain the instant methods of use has not been found. 
Claims 1 , 3, 5, 7, 9-11,1 5-1 7, 20, and 26-27 are allowed.
